ENGLISH AFFAIRS. 



Our English newspaper tlatoa are up to 
the 2-ltli Soplombor, and our telegraphic iutoll 
gonce to 15 lb October. The moat imporlaut 
incident in the htttor ia tlio atlvanco of the 
cholera ut last to Iho shores of England, For 
a time the disease hovered around the shores 
of the Mediterranean, deoimating towns and 
cities with all its oldon and dreaded power. 
Symptoms were, however, at length evinced 
of a cassation of the malady, and it seemed 
to be retracing its steps to the fur Kast, 
whore it had been nourished into being. The 
movement proved merely a feint. Hack 
again it came, nnd swept the Frenob coast ; 
then it advanced towards Iho interior towua, 
chasing the inhabitants in all diroetions. 
Almost simultaneously it entered Spain, 
whero by Ins! accounts it was making dread 
lul ravages, as many as lTo per day dying in 
Iho oily of Madrid. It has now reached 
England ami is in the vicinity of London, 
from whence wo may expect to hoar the 
mournful intelligence of its destructive in- 
roads. Everything, however, that sanitary 
regulations eau accomplish has been dono to 
chock the disease or mitigate its seventy 
nnd we have hopes that the increased ec'ioii- 
tilie knowledge and a more rigid attention lo 
the laws of health will reduce the forco ol the 
dreaded enomy to a mininurn power. 

Our newspaper accounts of the cattle di»> 
caso show no diminution in the ravages 
which this plague is making in England. 
Miss liurdolt Coutts and Lord Granville np- 
pear to figure conspicuously us losers by the 
epidemic. Much learned disquisition has 
takon place on thu causes and remedies ol 
tbo disease, but it would appear that the 
only result arrived at is that tbe disease, so 
far as at present known, is incurable, and that 
all tbo veterinary surgeon oan do is to have the 
oiling animals killed and the carcases nnd 
skins buried five feet deep. Two important 
features were brought out in the cases of the 
cows ol Miss Coutts and those ol Lord 
Granville, The first had the most wholesome 
pasturage, the best care and attention, and 
were kept free from every possibility of in- 
fection, and yet out of twenty cows but one 
was saved. Two cows consumed, in the 
shape of modioine, eight bottles of whisky, 
two gallons of brandy, two dozen and a half 
ol port wine and other strong drinks — an 
amount ol stimulants which one paper 
naively asserts must have produced death 
through delirium tremens. Lord Granville 
lost 80 cows out of S'_>. The remarkable feature 
in his case was that a number of cows who 
had very inferior shelter to iho above escaped 
the disease. A theory was promulgated hy 
Dr. Sbettie before the British Association, lo 
the effect that the cause ol the disease was u 
want of iron in the blood ; but the cows that 
died, belonging to Lord Granville, had been 
drinking for sumo time water impregnated 
with iron by rusty pipes. IJumors were 
current that tbo plaguo had brokon out in 
Donegal, in Ireland, but it turned out not to 
bo the Kiuderpest — iho name ol the disease 
iu England — but an ordinary and by no 
means dangerous malady. 

The Keniau excitement still continued, 
and arrests were numerous- Tho "Order" 
bus tumod out lo he much more widely 
spread than was at first supposed. In most 
of tho Northern counties of England Fenian 
judications have shown themselves almost 
as patent as in Ireland. In tho English 
volunteer companies it is asserted aru and 
have been many Fenians, who enrolled tbeui 
solves for tho express purpose of learning mili- 
tary drill to bo belter able to cope with Bru ish 
bayonets. Numbers of these Irish volunteers 
huvo gone lo Ireland to impart thoir know- 
ledge lo tho gatherings that nightly meet iu 
many places to practice military ovolutious. 
Tho county of Cork has bcon proclaimed, and 
all anus of the inhabitants ordered to he do 
livered up. As the steamers from America 
touch at Quoenstown all the passengers' 
luggage is searched lor documents and nrins. 
In most instances arrests aro mado ; hut, so 
far, not much information is gleaned. Among 
tlioeo arrested aro cx«captains ol iho Con- 
federate army and numbers of men who have 
served in the Union ranks. The prinoipal 
evidence, appears to ho some doggrel 
verses about tbo Fenian brotherhood and the 
hopos of Ireland, manuals of drill, revolvers 
and documents of soditious rhetoric. The 
most important character that has yet llgurtd 
in the movement 13 a man named Stephens, 
who has a dozen uliases. This person was 
oonnooted with the outbreak in '48, and es- 
caped to America ; subsequently ho was 
soon in Ireland and beaded a mob in Water- 
ford lo cupturo the polioo barracks. He ap- 
pears to be the principal agent uf tbo Ame- 
rican '• head centre," ind a reward of £200 
is tillered for bis apprehension. It is, how- 
ever, supposed hu bus escaped lo thu United 
States, The alarm in the county of Cork 
has been bo groat that nearly all tho gentry 
and men ol wealth have forwardod thoir 
valuables to tho Bank of Ireland in Dublin 
for safe keoping. At present tho number ol 
troops in Ireland is 20,000, which is sup- 
plemented by 10,000 ol a police foroe, an 
army largo en nigh surely to put down de- 
monstrations that huvo, so far, never gone 
beyond singing seditious ballads and prac- 
ticing the goose-step.

A new Act will In all probability 
he passed in a few wooks, when tho princi- 
pal portion of tho citizens of Victoria will 
have un opportunity of exorcising tho muni 
oipal franchise, nnd when by largely in- 
creased powers to tho Council an induce- 
ment will be held out that will enable the 
inhabitants to huvo u properly constituted 
City Council.

VISIT TO VICTORIA, V. I. 

Mr. Richardson's account of tho visit of 
iho Colfax party to this colony has already 
been published.
